THE DOMINION AND ‘THE EMPIRE. 


The Dominion of Canada is in the posi- 
tion of a man whose enterprising spirit has 
carried him far beyond the limits of his 
available resources, and wlio is driven to 
desperate expedients to avert disaster, One 
of its most capable financiers months ago 
expressed the anxiety with which he’ con- 
templated the rapid accumulation of public 
indebtedness. Sir A. T. Gat is not a pes- 
simist in polities, but his fears were aroused 
by an increase of obligations not warranted 
by any increase of ability to meet them. 
It matters not that the author of the warn- 
ing is now in England, an official abettor of 
the policy he deplo The fact remains 
that the warning was dictated by a saga- 
cious business experience, and that the rea- 
sons which called it forth have been. forti- 
fied by the measures of another Adminis- 
tration and by events \whose significance 
cannot be easily exaggerated. First came 
a new tariff, extravagantly protectionist 
in its character, enacted in obedience to a 
demand which only the recklessness of in- 
dustrial and mercantile depression could 
have invested with the potency it possessed. 
Then came a new version of.a Pacific 
Railroad policy, that would have seemed 
wild enough in prosperous times and with 
the best possible relations subsisting be- 
tween the Empire and the Dominion ; but 
which, in the midst of financial peril and 
with imperial feeling alienated by a hostile 
tariff, looks like madness. Asan appro- 
priate commentary on the condition of busi- 
ness and the failure of the tariff to produce 
the immediate invigoration that was ex- 
pected from it,we have had tidings of a suc- 
cession of bank'failures in the chief city of 
the Dominion, coupled with multiplying evi- 
donce of falling revenue, continued depre- 
ciation of values, and a wide-spread loss of 
heart and hope. And now comes a tele- 
graphic intimation that the Ministers who 
went from Ottawa to London with the view 
of obtaining 4n imperial guarantee to a 
loan in behalf of the Pacific Railroad, have 
not ventured formally to submit their re- 
quest, which is regarded with Getaver by 
all parties. 

Canadian politicians of both parties lost 
their heads for a time under the excitement 
that attended the beginning of the eonfed- 
eration, They had escaped, they’ hardly 
knew how, difficulties to which e'stunted 
statesmanship had proved unequal, and 
they imagined, like the fabled frog, thut 
mere pretension and puffing would insare 
the possession of greatness. In this frame 
of mind, they assumed enormous obliga- 
tions, quite as much on aceount of ‘the. 
Empire as because of any estimate of their 


‘own probable wants. The. Intersolonial 


Railroad is a fair specimen of entérprises 
of this character, Judged by an ordinary 
business standard, there was no more need 
of the Intersolonial Road than of that 
part of the Grand Trunk which the 


‘Ottawa suthorities have recently pur- 


chased. The route finally selected 


‘for the Intereolonial took it altogether 
out of the business category, and 


exhibited it in its proper aspect ,—that, 
namely, of a military road, which the Em- 
pire would find useful in the event‘of war 
with the United States.”

A guarantee in this case 
would mean an almost certain assumption 
of debt; and imperial interests, already 
strained to the utmost, ‘are not in a condi- 
tion to undertake the risk.

THE DEMOCRATIC PANIC. 

The Democrats are in a distressed state of 
mind over the financial condition of the 
country, Infact, a speciesof panic pervades 
theircamp. All is lost, they declare, unless 
something happens to change the current 
of things. ‘Not for many years past has there 
been such a feeling throughout busi- 
ness circles as now. No partof the Repub- 
lic. ig exempt from this revulsion ; and, 
unless a speedy reaction takes place, 
the cause of the Democracy in Maine, 
Ohio, and California is forever blighted. 
The political observer will see at once that 
we do not now allude to financial misfor- 
tune and depression.. That would be as 
welcome to the Democracy as the early rain 
to the farmer. It is financial prosperity 
throughout the country that the Democ 
dread. Blight, mildew, murrain, freshets, 
tornadoes, drought, and‘ general ruin would 
delight the Democrats. Disaster and bank- 
ruptey would increase their party gains. 
They would thrive on short crops and dull 
times. A revival of bisiness they cannot 
bear. 

There never was such an unlucky party. 
While they were solemnly resolving in their 
McClellan platform during the rebellion that 
the war was a failure and that peace could 
only be brought by negotiation, the final vic- 
tories of the struggle were being won. And 
the guns that boomed over the nomination 
of a General who now led an army of Cop- 
perheads, miugled their salutes with those 
which celebrated the surrender of Atlanta 
and the dispersion of Hoop’s army. While 
they were resolving that resumption could 
not be accomplished, the country resumed. 
And, while they were complaining that re- 
sumption would’ bring financial distress 
upon the céuntry, business of all kinds is 
reviving, and a genefal return of pros- 
perity gladdens and cheers everybody who 
is not personally concerned in Democratic 
polities, The Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Ohio; it is said, looks disconso- 
lately over the smiling face’of nature, morn- 
ing after morning, and groans to himself:

Nothing but good crops and 
good weather! .Another month of such 
luck and ye are lost !”

THE GREEK FRONTIER QUESTION. 

Among the questions which the of 
Berlin has not yet settled is that of the claim 
of Greece to an extension of her northern 
frontier, and it is pretty evident that the 
powers will have to take it in hand, or there 
will be an outbreak of hostilities. -Thes- 
saly and Epiras are not only Greek in 
race, religion, and sympathy, but they have 
suffered from the oppression and misrule 
of the Turk, in common with all the other 
subject alien races, until their claim for re- 
dress and protection must be listened to. 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia have been 
put in a position of present security, and 
pfomise to be withdrawn, for a time at 
least, from the tangle of the Eastern ques- 
tion. Meantime, the Greeks have been wait- 
ing in vain for a fulfillment of promises. 
While yet the struggle between Turkey and 


volted, formed a Provisional Goverii- 
ment, and proclaimed their union 
with Greece. A Grecian Army crossed 
the border to give them support, the 
avowed purpose being only to pro- 
tect them from massacres whieh it was ex- 
pected would follow their insurrection. 
These troops had to be recalled on “ repre- 
sentation from the powers,” which ‘was 
equivalent at once to a threat and a prom- 
ise, a threat that Greece would not be per- 
mitted to solve alone the question of pacifi- 
cation on her northern border, and a 
promise that the case would in’ due 
time be attended to by those more 
powerful Governments that were making 
the whole Eastern’ business their own. 
There is no doubt that. the Hellenic 
and Christian populations of Thessaly and 
Epirus, to say nothing of Albania and Mace- 
donia, where there is a larger admixture of 
other races, were not only eager to escape 
from the hated domination of the Turk, but 
anxious to join their brethren of Greece. 
These populations continued restless and 
rebellious, and Greece was dnéasy and con- 
cerned about her military strength. all 
through the war and the long negotiations 
that followed. She was allowed a” voice 
for the presentation of her claims and those 
of the Hellenic subjects of the Porte at the 
Berlin Congress, and France, among ‘the 
powers fully represented, took up the cham- 
pionship of her cause. The thirteenth pro- 
tocol of the treaty contained an agreement 
between Greece and Turkey for the rectifi- 
cation of the frontier, and in the body of 
the instrument—article 24—the'\ powers 
offered their “good services” in case it 
should not be realized. ‘It is needless to

rank as the first of American cities. ~ 
While it may be frankly acknowledged 
that a Philadelphia young lady’s profile did 
furnish the chief features of the head which 
is supposed to ornament the Bland dollar, 
eaptious persons. might truthfully allege 
that the engraver was not entirely satisfied 
with the young lady in question, but pieced 
her out with bits of some other lady, and in 
other ways materially modified her. . The 
utmost that Philadelphia can honestly 
claim is the nose and mouth of the Goddess 
of Liberty substantially as shown on the 
eoin..

A 
pretended portrait of a young lady whose 
nose and mouth are available only in eon- 
nection with an extraneous chin and purely 
imaginary hair can hardly be called a por- 
trait, and ought not to be a matter of inor- 
dinate pride on the part of her fellow-citi- 
zens.
